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Oakwood Knolls residents 
debate special assessment

ABOUT 60 OAKWOOD Knolls residents 
jammed a subdivision meeting last week to 
find out what a special assessment would 
cost for added storm sewers in their area. 

And — when they learned what the 
engineer's estimate was, a majority of 
those present voted against it. 

However, officers of the Oakwood Knolls 
property owners association said they did 
not feel the meeting turnout was "repre- 
sentative of the whole Knolls." The people 
that were really against the project turned 

up." 

Village Engineer Frank Angelotti ex- 
plained to residents that an adequate storm 
sewer project to prevent flooding in the 
subdivision would probably cost SI, 731 per 
lot. payable in a 10-year period. 

Annually, that Figure would break down 
to SI 73 per year, with seven percent 
interest on the unpaid balance. 

However. Mayor Michael Haley ex- 
plained to the crowd, which became .openly 
hostile throughout the evening, that if 
Oakwood Knolls residents were willing to 
l.eo ahead with the project, the village could 
Kelp out with 20 percent of the cost. 

"That would put the price of the special 
assessment down to S140 per year per lot 
for 10 years." he offered. 

However, residents present still voted 
the project down by a 32 to 18 vote, with 
about 10 people abstaining. 

One infuriated resident shouted. "Are 
you going to let 32 people decide the 
outcome?" 

Oakwood Knolls property owners offi- 
cers then decided to put the question to the 
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entire subdivision through their newsletter 
by giving each home a ballot to decide for 
themselves. 

.Joe Veith, president of the, property 
owners association, said a ballot will be 
distributed in the March newsletter, which 
comes out in mid-March, to find out if 
residents would want to be levied with a * 
special assessment in order to improve the 
storm sewer system. 

Results of the balloting should, come 
back by the next meeting on March 28. 

MAYOR HALEY explained to residents 
at the start of the meeting, "As you know, 
there, are a lot of flooding problems 
throughout the village." 

He added that the capacity in Sequoit 
Creek "wasn't there" to adequately take 
care of the flooding problem, so the village 
board decided recently as one of its first 
priorities to .spend funds to widen and 
deepen the creek. 

This would be one of the necessary 
prerequisites in solving any flooding 
problem, he said. 

He said when the village obtained the 
necessary money for the Oakwood Knolls 
storm sewer system, they would grant the 
funds for construction — an estimated five 
to eight years from now. 

However, if a special assessment was 
approved, the project for storm sewers 
could be completed by the 1980 construc- 
tion season. 

.One resident asked Angelotti~"How 
many people are being hurt by the 
flooding? How much will it cost us to bail

Lloyd "Red" Murrie, former Antioch 
Township supervisor, was chosen last week 
by a special election committee to become 
Amioch's 11th Annual VIP. 

"I'm real elated and real happy about 
it." Murrie said. "It was a big surprise to 
me. 

The seven-person committee selected 
Murrie. who will be honored at the annual

Murrie was born 68 years ago in Lake 
Villa and attended Antioch Grade School 
and Antioch High School. While at high. 
school, he was active on all the athletic 
teams until his graduation in 1929. 

He then moved to Chicago and worked 
for Standard Oil in 1934. The next year he 
married Louise Simons of Antioch. who 
we\.; ._ Hgh school with him. 

In 1937 he opened a Shell Service Station 
at Rtes. 83 and 173 which was owned by 
Dr. Jenson. 

Five years later in 1942 he took over the 
Standard Station at Park and Main Streets 
which had been operated by Ins father. 
Murrie operated the station there for more 
than 20 years. 

tn 1954 he ran for to wnship sup ervi so r 
on the Republican ticket and won and was 
Vict o ria n s in every snbseqnc nt el e ct io n 
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until he retired from that office in 1976. 

In 1967 he sold the service station, he 
explained, "in order to devote my full time 
as supervisor and county board member." 

Last year he retired as a county board 
member, as the dean of the board — 
having served longer than any member on 
the board. 

Murrie. a very popular, well-uked and. 
respected resident of Antioch. also be- 
longed to many local dubs and organiza- 
tions- 
He was a member of the Antioch Rescue 
Squad from 1940 to 1960. and also 
belonged to the Lions Club. Moose Lodge 
525 and the Masons: 

He. and Louise also have two children. 
Mike, who was born in 1942 and now lives 
in Chicago with his wife; and Marilyn.' who 
was bom in 1945 and has two children, 
both red-beads. BUI 8. and Dostin. 6. They 
live in Antioch.

gested in .order to alleviate, the. problem Garys Drive 
residents face now. to have an overhanging sewer 
constructed. . .

After much discussion with other-residents of the. area. 
Mayor Michael Haley, recommended that a contractor be 
found to put in hanging sewers in the areato help solve the 
problem of flooding. 

ALSO AT THE MEETING, the Holbek. Orchard and 

Toft Avenue sanitary sewer project was okayed by the 

• village board. Bids for the project will be opened April 2. 

The Sequoit Creek re-alignment project was . also 
approved to be completed with Motor Fuel Tax funds 
amounting to S90.000. 

The board approved Tuesday. April 17 as election day , 
for three village trustees to four-year terms. The two 
voting precincts will be in the village hall and the Scout 
House, both on Main Street. 

Also, a bid from Benes Construction for S201 for the 
removal of the Quonset Hut in Williams Park was 
accepted by the board. The other bid for the removal was 
S90 from Benes Concrete to the village. 

The board okayed the hiring of a Lake County Planner 
on a per meeting basis to attend Plan Commission 
meetings at the suggestion of Village Trustee William 
Seemann. 

The board also went into executive session for 35 
minutes to discuss the possible legal action they may have 
to take concerning an alledged violation on North Avenue 
and Oakwood Drive. 

The board then decided to instruct the village, attorney 
to look into the alledged violation of the parking of a fuel 
oil truck at that intersection.

Head-on fiery crash kills Antioch'man 



An Antioch man was burned to death last Friday night 
after his car caught Fire in a head-on collision on Rte. 83 
and the Soo Line bridge in Lake Villa. 

The man was identified as Marvin W. Pullen, 32. of 
Briar Terrace. 

The only other passenger in the car, his wife LaVonne, 
30, was later hospitalized with a fractured jaw as a result of 
the crash. She is reported in satisfactory condition at St. 
Therese Hospital in Waukegan. 

Also hurt in the crash were Terry S. Florio. 25. driver of 
the other car and his wife Vicki. 24. Mrs. Florio was 
released from the hospital after suffering a fractured left 
arm. 

Mr. Florio was released from the hospital after 
treatment for a face injury. 

Lake Villa Police Chief John Debevic reported that 
Pullen was headed north on Rte. 83 when he crossed the 
center line and collided with Florio' s car. which * was 
headed south. 




A semi truck. Debevic said, swerved to avoid the Pullen 
car prior to the crash. 

Debevic said Mrs. Pullen was thrown out of the auto and 
onto the pavement. 

The carburetor and gas tank on the 1971 Chevelle were 
intact, so the chief said the cause of the fire was not yet 
known. The car was a total loss, he said. 

The driver of the semitruck said he looked in his rear 
view mirror after missing a collision with Pullen and saw it 
was engulfed in flames.

Antioeh Grade School teachers over- 
whelmingly accepted a new two-year 
contract last week from the Grade School 
Boardjof. Education by an approximated 60. 
to 7 vote, ending more than 10 months of 
negotiations, 

The contract was basically the.same they 

had been .offered two weeks earlier, but 

this time two sentences that applied to 

Jerms of senjority^and reductio n in staff 

Ivefc^cTddedrSupt.

The sentences related to dismissal of 
tenured staff members in the. event of a 
lack of enrollment or financial support, 
Skidmore said.

The contract will be effective for the 
1978-79 and 1979-80 school years. Skid- 
more said teachers will also receive a 
bonus of retroactive compensation relating 
to a salary increase. 

According to the new contract, teachers 
will receive:

— $10,000 in life insurance for each 
employ ee beginning with the 1979-80 
school year. 

— Paid sick leave of 15 days per year, 
paid personal days of up to two days per 
year, not subtracted from sick leave, and 
paid holidays of nine per year, in 
accordance with state law, 

— A tax shelter of about eight percent of 
the money each teacher pa ys for retire-' 



ment, starting with the 1979-80 school 
year. 

— Increments in an average of ' six 
percent raises each year for student 
activity sponsors, acting principals, depart- 
ment chairpersons and coaches. 

LAST NIGHT, at the regular board of 
education meeting, Supt. Skidmore was 
scheduled to propose a hew* junior* high' 
reading program to the board. 

Skidmore said he would propose that 
Upper Grade School drop Speech as a 
formal subject and replace It with a formal 
structured reading program, effective for

Skidmore explained, 

"Reading is the most fundamental skill

In last week's column; I pointed out the Importance of 
having proof of cost basis easily available to your heirs. 
How wilt that information be used? 

Your executor will use it to determine your cost basis in 
the property being inherited. H e then has to givo your 
heirs written notice of the cost basis; What was your cost - 
basis becomes, your heir's basis, which is now called his 
carry-over-basis, 

The old, rule was that if you inherited something, you, 
used the fair market value at tho time you inherited it as 
your cost basis, That meant thatthe gain between the time 
the decedent bought the property and the time you 
Inherited it, was never taxed. 

Congress doesn't like to see something not being 
taxed, so they changed the rules. For example, let's say 
that Ann buys a stock for $100 on Jan. I, 1980. She dies on 
Jan. 1, 1984 when the stock is worth's 150, Bob Is her only 
heir. When Ann's estate is probated, Bob will receive the 
stock, and a piece of paper telling him that Ann's cost 
basis In the stock was $100. 

This Is now Bob's Carry Over Basis in the stock.. The 
probating of the- estate isn't affected except 'for Bob 
receiving that piece of paper. His estate taxes haven't 
.changed^Bob sells the stoclrfor 5175 on-Janrlrl990 under— 
the old rules, he would have -figured his capital gains as 
what he got for the stock ($175) minus the fair market 
value at the time of Ann's death ($150), He would have 
had a capital gain of $25. 

Under the new rules, he figures his capital gain as what 
he got for the stock ($175) minus his carry over basis 
($100). He now has a capital gaon to be taxed on of $75. 
The effective date of the law was Jan, 1, 1977. If you 
inherit property from a decedent who already owned the 
property on that date, you can add some of the, 
appreciation before Jan, 1, 1977 into your carry over basis. 
If the property is a listed stock or bond, it's value on 
Dec, 31, 1976 can be exactly determined. Therefore, you 
are allowed to use the fair market- value-on Dec, 31, 1976 
for your carry over basis for any marketable stocks or 
bonds owned by the decedent before Jan. 1. 1977, 

Any professional executor, such as Antioch Trust 
Company, should have a book showing such values. 1 have 
a book also. Stop in my office if you'd like to look up a' 



particular stock or bond, If the property was owned before 
Jan. I, 1977 but Isn't a security, the IRS Is working out 
rules for determining how much of the appreciation before 
1977; you can ndd to yburennty over basis.

License costs for 
hunting, fishing rises 

Illinois sportsmen will be 
paying slightly more for the 
privilege of hunting and 
fishing beginning April 1. 
as the result of new legisla- 
tion signed into law last 
August, according to De- 
partment of Conservation 
Director David Kennev. 
The fee increase, expected 
to generate about S5 million 
for the state's fish and 
game fund, raises the cost 
of resident fishing licenses 
from $2 to 55 and the cost of 
resident hunting licenses 
from S3 to $7. . 

Hunting and fishing 
licenses for the current year 
expire March 31. 

Economy-minded out- 
doorsmen who both hunt 
and fish can save them- 
selves one dollar by buying 
a sportsman's combination 
license for SU. Kennev 



explained. 

"The additional fish and 
game fund revenue gener- 
' ated from the fee increases 
will be used to conserve 
and manage our fish and 
wildlife resources," Ken- 
nev said. 

"Both game animals and 
creatures which are not 
hunted by man will benefit 
from programs imple- 
..... mented with the additional 
money generated by the fee 
increases." 

Some of the monies are 
expected to be used in 
construction of a new fish 
hatchery facility at Sand 
Ridge, developing, habitat 
for both fishes and wildlife 
on public lands, and em- 
ploying additional . DOC 
personnel to work with 
landowners to improve 
habitat on private property.
